On November 29, 1961, Robert Bolivar DePugh 
telephonically contacted the Kansas City Office of the 
FBI and advised that one of the members of the Minutemen 
<an investigator for one of the congressional committees, 
which he declined to Identify) had informed him that a 
number of individuals, who are Communists or Communist 
sympathizers, have started a movement to infiltrate the 
news and radio media in an effort to stage a campaign 
to discourage conservative movements, and to embarrass 
the United States internatlon^llv .

who are with CBS. He related these two individuals are to 
be in Norborngip Missouri November 30, 1961 to interview 
him on matters relating to the Minutemen. 

DePugh informed he has been contacted on two 
occasions by representatives of the British Broadcasting 
Company who desire to make a film of the Minutemen training 
program. He related he has been informed by a source they 
desire to make the film so it can be slanted to reflect 
that the people in the U. S. are on the verge of revolt. 
According to DePugh, the representatives of the British 
Broadcasting Company have offered to fly equipment any 
place in the U. S. in order to make the film but have 
indicated a desire to film one df the Florida groups. 

DePugh said a group of approximately 100 former 
KKK members in Florida have formed an organization called 
Minutemen and as far as he can tell have disassociated 
themselves with the KKK, He believes they are loyal 
Americans therefore has allowed them to affiliate with his 
organization and permits this group to use his letterhead 
stationery and program. He stated there is another group 
in Florida headed by a member of the Minutemen who are 
in his opinion over enthusiastic in regard to the Cuban 
situation and often speak of invading C uba. He related he 
has told this group to forget this line M!Rctfeo"ght,,p^at t he

He stated he has decided 
not to furnish these individuals any information or to allow 
filming of any of the Minutemen's training program.

This letter is being sent to all the members of our 
organisation known to me as well as to a good many other ^ 
people with whom I have corresponded about our organization. 
I hope all squad leaders will read this to their respective 
groups and then pass it on so that the greatest possible per- 
centage of our membership can have the full facts as soon as 
possible. 

-- As-most of -you -^ have read our security-measures Joroke.^ — ^.^ 
down completely regarding our recent seminar at Shiloh, Illinois. 
This apparently occurred when one of the secretaries m my 
office was given two lists of people to contact regarding 
membership in the organization and mistakenly sent a copy to 
each person on the list. So far as I know there were only 
two people on this list who were not members or who were not 
vouched for previously by members « They are being checked on 
now and the papers have cooperated so far in not mentioning 
too many names. 

Once newspaper reporters and other people learned of 
the meeting I had to make a spur of the moment decision. Perhaps 
it was right and perhaps it was wrong but at the time it seemed 
best to give a true statement regarding the purposes and actions 
of our organization and something of our plans rather than to 
have the news media report rumors and suppositions, 

I have been referred to in the papers as the "National 
Leader" of the Minutemen, As you all know our organization 
is much too loosely knit for any one person to hold such a ^ 
defin-'te title. I can only hope that our members do not gain 

the -impression that, this_jAras. intentional on^m;^ part or that I 

have attempted to gain personal publicity. Those of you who 
know me will, I'm sure realize that such is not the case. Most 
people can hardly imagine a group of people working for a 
common end without a "leader". If the newspapers require titles 
I would suggest National Coordinator and Regional Coordinators. 

This publicity can be very good or very bad depending on 
our ovm actions now and in the future. If we have the courage 
of our convictions and see this thing through I think we can 
sain the respect of the general public. If we start making 
excuses for the existence of our organization people are cer- 
tainly going to assume that our motives are something to be 
ashamed of. 
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The circumstances regarding tlie Shiloti Seminar were 
such as to strongly indicate that someone was purposely try- 
ing to break this meeting up. I had a little impromptu 
debate with the "Justice of the Peace" that seemed to be the 
instigator of the trouble. He certainly talked the communist 
line. The state police came and. left quietly and courteously. 
The sheriff and his deputies, however, spent all day talking 
and walking around m the meeting hall in such a way as to 
make continuation of the meeting almost impossible. Their 
cars were parked most of the day m front of the meeting hall 
and caused many members to drive on past rather than coming 
on in. 

It is going to be necessary for each of us to conduct 

bu th • o ur-OTganrgHtronal anxi--:personalr^-f-^a4rrs-^:n=-B-^ana±e*-above 

reproach. If we give the communists and their socialist dupes 
the least cause for criticism they are sure to take instant 
advantage of it. The various facts regarding both our general 
organization and the Shiloh meeting have been misquoted and 
misconstrued by the news media. I*m sending the wire services 
and several individual papers a request that they correct 
certain facts as they have been reported. 

We must remember that our organization has no legal 
status except for our constitutional rights as private citizens. 
We have no authority to act in such a way that it could be 
construed as raising a private army. The original "Minutemen 
were essentially a democratic rather than an autocratic organ- 
ization. Other groups or individuals who have affiliated 
themselves with us or who cooperate through a mutual exchange 
of information have "ooined" in this endeavor with full knowledge 
of the requirements of the original ten members. It is not the 
desire nor the intention of the Executive Council to directly 
control the activities of any group or squad. To do so would 
be unwise legally as well as beihg contrary to the proven 
strategy and techniques of guerrilla warfare. 



The fact that some of our members have been making 
monthly financial donations may tie a possible source of trouble. 
In the past we have insisted that these contributions be made 
with cash. Any checks or money orders which I have received are 
still in my possession and so far as I know most of the other 
members of the Executive Council have not cashed any checks or 
money orders which have been sent to them. This insistence upon 
cash has not been due to any desire to avoid a financial account- 
ine or to receive money which could not be traced to us. As 
many of you realize nearly all banks nowadays keep a photographic 
record of all checks which they liandle. If we did receive checks 
from our members and cashed them it might at some future time De 
possible for an enemy to obtain from the bank records a list oi 
the names of a sizeable percentage of our members. 
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This handling of money implies a certain degree of control 
and a certain degree of leadership, For tax purposes some type 
of records have to be kept. And someone has to file an income 
tax report covering these records. The only way we can see that 
this can be done is for the individual group leaders such as 
myself to treat their participation in the Minutemen as ^a business 
and file a Schedule C Form m addition to their personal income 
tax report. In these records it will only be necessary to show 
the source of this money as coming from membership dues and 
nothing else need be given except the members number. If we 
incorporated as some members have suggested the various records 
and legal documents required would be much more revealing to a 
potential enemy, 

-^ — So -^ar the cost of -mamtaatning our headquarters-^amciud-ing — - 
secretarial, printing and mimeographing and postage expense has 
amounted to several hundred dollars more than the total amount 
taken m as contributions from our members. If we are to continue 
to serve m the future (as we have m the past) as a transfer 
point for correspondence between our various affiliated groups 
we will have to continue to receive a limited amount of financial 
support from our members. 

As soon as possible, however, we intend to develop a 
system whereby most of the money contributed by our members is 
delivered directly to the band leader in their area and used 
to meet the expenses of local groups. This means, however, that 
we will have to curtail to a large degree the distribution of 
books, literature and other material which we have done in the 
past. Under this new system we will merely provide our affiliated 
groups with lists of recommended reading material and the source 
from which they can be purchased. 

Speaking for the Executive Council I hope that the individ- 
ual bands will keep up this work to the greatest possible extent. 
Some loss of efficiency is inevitable. We feel, however, that 
_this j,s. absplutely^nece^sary to prevent furj;herc^ntraliza^ion^f 
"authority" within our organization. 

I personally will remain active in the organization to the 
full extent of my ability. It does mean that those of you who 
are really sincere m your beliefs will have to work that much 
harder. 
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Quotation from the I960 Annual Report of the 
Committee on Un-American Activities . - 

"Events of the past year hav6 provided convincing evidence 
that the American people cannot rely completely on this country's 
armed forces to protect themselves from Communist domination and 
slavery. This is not because our military forces lack the power 
or the will to defend this country, but rather because the nature 
of the attacks being made on the United States by its major and 
only significant enemy are so designed as to render conventional 
military forces as ineffective as possible for defense purposes. 

"The Armed Porces of the United States are trained and equipped 
to directly engage and defeat the military forces of this country's 
jesejaies_oinJh^^ield of_ battle, on the high^eas,_undersea, and in 
the air. They have no role or, at best, a relatively'insTgnrficant ~Y 
one in nonmilitary, unconventional, lor political warfare. In these 
fields of warfare, it is the civilisin government and population 
that must bear the major part of the burden of waging both defensive 
and offensive operations against the attacks of the enemy. 

"Rioting, mob violence, and other disturbances have registered 
significant gains for world communism and a corresponding weakening 
in the free world's position..,. Oivilian-clothed mobs were Moscow*s 
weapon in_these- battles „which .resulted in Communis-t -advances. — . 

"Communist power has grown on the home front, as well as in 
foreign lands. The Communist Party has not only recruited addition- 
al members but many unwitting assistants. Such enemy forces cannot 
be defeated with military weapons, 

"The masters in the Kremlin havje thrown a direct challenge to 
every citizen of this country to come to the defense of the United 
States by serving as combatants in this unconventional warfare. 

"This battle is being waged not only on the floor of the Congress, 
in the conference rooms of the State Department, and in foreign 

lands,,, but. .also on_jthe -stree.ts_o_f New Xork_and„St._ Louis ,_ in high ^,__-.__^ 

schools and colleges throughout the country, in political campaigns, ^ 

in the press — in practically every phase of American life. ''

"In the past, the American people^have never backed away from a 
challenge to their continued existence as free men. Such challenges 
m the past, however, have been purely military in nature and 
relatively easy to perceive. The present challenge is disguised 
and primarily nonmilitary in nature, 

"?or this reason, it is a great^er and more dangerous challenge 
than any the American people have faced before.. - It will require '^ 
study, dedication, intelligence, patriotism on the part of millions 
of Americans to meet it successfully,"

fare shows that new weapons are almost always 
used when one power has (or thinks it has) a 
decided superiority in that particular type of 
weapon On this basis we might assume that 
Biological and Chemical Warfare presents a 
greater menace to the United States than the 
over publicized atom 

Should war occur between the free world and 
the commumsts we may be certam that infiltra-

Xt asserts the present organisation of "Minutemen'^ held its 
firsc meeting June 16^, 1950, ten lindividuals were present and 
all had long been interested in gun craft and target shootings 
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At the first meeting :it was decided that this group 
would meet regularly every other weekend to study military 
tactics, practice self-defense, j and exchange information on 
subjects that would assist in personal survival should there 
be an enemy invasion or atomic fattack. At subsequent meetings 
a uniform type of survival kit was agreed upon and each member 
obtained one. The first group purchased a tract of land 
"some 50 miles from the city where it was organized" where 
marksmanship Is now practiced as well as the use of * explosives 
and other weapons of guerrilla warfare. For over a year^ 
three full days have been spent! each month building a well 
fortified, carefully camouflaged bomb shelter. 

The brochure goes on to say that "the pathetic 
failure of the anti -communist Cuban invasion and the disgraceful 
part played by our Government iifi that failure prompted us to 
start expanding the Minutemen into a national organization. 
By having each of the ten original members write to friends 
or relatives in other areas we now have members In 35 major 
cities (July, 1961) .and many ruraj locations;'. The brochure 
further .states that headquarters have been set up in 
Independence^ ^ssouri (613 East Alton Avenue), Records 
are kept so that they can be destroyed instantly if in 
danger of being captured, f 

On Janiiary l8^ 1964, SL T-1 advised that "Minutemen" 
in the Greater St. Louis, Missouri area was distributing to 
prospective members a brochure titled "A Short History of the 
Minutemen". This too states that in June, 1960^ a group of 
ten sportsmen in Missouri while [building duck bllnc^s discussed 
what they would do if the Russians were to invade this country. 
One of the group commented that | Americans should know a little 
about defending themselves if th^re were a war which degenerated 
to a "last ditch stand". The group then began to study the 
problem seriously. They found, |f or example, that in the 17 
previous years Communists had succeeded in taking over I7 
sovereign nations. Only one of (these was taken by military 
conquest. The other 16 were lost to Communism by internal 
subversion or negotiation. A six month study project was ther^ 
begun by the ten sportsmen. The brochure states, "We also 
began infiltrating various left-}wing organisations to see 
what makes them effective". Later en there was a four day 
meeting at which the group concluded that our diplomatic war 
against Communism had been lost by "bunglers or traitors in 
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our government"; -that a diplomatic war against Communism abroad 
canriot be vion' until a genuinely < pro-American government is 
established at home; that a pro-American government cannot 
be established by "normal polltl'cal means". The brochure states 
that in this respect "our conclusions differ from those of 
most conservative movements". It further states "there has not 
been one presidential election s'lnce World War II where the 
American public has had an opporltunlty to vote tov o. real ' 
American". The brochure goes on to state that all ot the media 
of mass communication are effectively controlled "by the enemy" 
and furthermore the minority groups^- controlled labor unions 
and corrupt political machines monopolize the American political 
Scene. Therefore the pamphlet says "the objectives of the 
Mlnutemen are to abandon wasteful/ useless efforts and begin 
Immediately to prepare for the day when Americans will once 
again fight in the streets for their lives and their liberty*'. 
The brochure states that historyj offers many examples of far 
larger and better equipped armies that were finally defeated t^ 
guerrillas-.

This memorandum states the original members of "Mlnutemen" Just 
completed a two day meeting at Wiich the organization's program 
was reviewed, problems discussed [and plans for the future aired, 
There was considerable discussion as to the ways and means 
"Mlnutemen" can be effective, Tlie communication states, "No 
doubt many people are Inclined to laugh at such an organisation. 
It might be asked Just what good:ja bunch of amateurs could do 
after the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marines had been defeated". 
Continuing, the memorandum states there is good reason to believe 
that "Mlnutemen" could under some circumstances render the 
United States invaluable aid, j 

It goes on to define three possible ways in which 
Communists could conceivably get control of the United States, 
First there Is "direct military attack"* If this occurred, 
there would be vigorous activity py secret agents of the 
Communists who would attempt to, confuse our citizens by 
spreading riots and strikes. Such individuals would also 
send valuable military data to the enemy regarding the 
strength and location of United -States forces. Such agents 
would attempt to control police stations^ telephone offices^ 
radio and communications centers and also attempt to contaminate 
water systems and disrupt power supply to major cities. 
The memorandum then states that "mnutemen" are well acquainted 
in their own territories and would be best able to recognise 
potential subversives, "By guarding the essential utllitiecj 
intercepting saboteurs or spies, t>he Mlnutemen could render 
direct assistance to the regular fighting forces". 
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The second possible way Communists might gain 
control of the United States Qoyernment is described as 
'"rioting and revolution from within". Concerning this, the 
meiuorandum states it is not at all impossible that our 
Government could succumb to internal revolution in which the 
rioters were armed with nothlng(|more than stones and clubs. 
The article asserts, "A group of determined and well trained 
Minutemen able to mix Inconspicuously with such mu>52, surround 
and- silence the communist agltat'ors leading. them, would be more 
effective than a whole division |of armed troops reluctant to 
fire upon their misguided fellow, countrymen". 



The third possibility lis described as "non-* violent 
revolution". Concerning this, the memorandum states,. "According 
to the communist manifesto, armeja assault of the United States 
is to be ordered only as a last resort, .,'. it is their intent 
to have communist agents eventually elected to every high 
Government office. Once elected] such agents are to socialize 
and alter the American economy to such a degree »that it can 
be comfortably merged with the Soviet Union', What defense 
have we against this communist plan? The American people 
are usually given an opportunity '(to vote for Mr. X or Mr, Y. 
What guarantee do we have that either one or both is not a 
communist sympathizer? Our ipwn Declaration of Independence 
has stated that when a goveriiment* no longer represents the 
will of the people It is thejmoraa right of the citizenry 
to change the government accordinSgly by such means as they 
find necessary'', ^ \ 



On October 31^ iq63. l l alsd furnished an 

eight page brochure titled "W^hat Chance for Minutemen?". 



This communication Jagain descril^es the various 
methods by which communists might [take over our Government, 
The possibilities are describ'ed as surprise atomic attack, 
invasion by conventional forces, violent internal revolution 
and non-violent election, Coricernlng the last possibility 
this memorandum states "Mnutemen^ must: 



"A. Be willing to continue the fight for liberty 
even though we no longer have | the illegal support of established 
authority, - ' I '. 
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B« Keep faith with our ideals and with our fellow 
patriots even though we may be hunted like animals and called 
even worse, I 

C* Find effective means of reaching the minds of 
our fellow Americans to defend ,bur own position^ convince 
them of the facts^ comfeat communist propaganda and rally them 
to the cause of freedom* ' 

D, Prepare ourselves[ to take any action — no matter 
how brutal — that may be required to renew the protection of 
the United States Constitution for future generations."

military organization. Squads composed of 6 to 12 members 
are the basic units. The location of each squad and its 
membership is kept in separate sealed envelopes near "Minutemen" 
headquarters, "Minutemen" work mostly within their squad so 
that if an individual "Mlnuteman" is captured, only one squad 
will be in danger of exposure. The brochure goes on to explain 
how "Minutemen is growing rapidly by a, "chain letter" method. 
This works in the following way:'j If an individual answers an 
ad for example in his local newspaper and applies for membershlpj 
the application is forwarded to another "Mlnuteman" who checks 
the information given to see if lit Is true# If this inquiry 
is favorable, then the applicant lis invited to join an existing 
Squad of "Minutemen", From his squad leader and other members 
he learns the organization and me[thods of "Minutemen".

On January 18, 1964, SL T-1 advised that "Minutemen" 
in the St. Louis area were distributing a flier directed "To 
Future Minutemen". It states, "The Minutemen have been set up 
without any power of command other than exercized by the small 
unit. The national office has no power to make you do anything. 
Jfei-cher do regional staffs. However, under the Rules of l^xid 
Warfare certain regulations mustlbe met as far as the command 
goes. Each unit will decide its lown leadership and these persons 
will be responsible for the conduct of all persons under them. 
If they make a wrong decision, thfey will be held accountable 
for it by the laws of this country, state and smaller political 
subdivision. You probably wonderj how the Minutemen can ever 
function as a guerrilla warfare band if they have no central 
leadership. The answer is that we believe that the U. S. Army 
Guerrilla Warfare Specialists could lead up to 1500 Minutemen^ 
Understand that if the Minutemen form any kind of civilian 
leadership this would be under constant attack by communist 
forces trying to subvert this leadership to their own cause 
(to wit; make this a front organisation)."

Sh T-1 advised that in the fall of 1963 BLUMER spoke 
of enlisting physicians in "Minutemen" who would be available 
to administer to victims in the|event of a Communist invasion. 
He also spoke of "lining up " gun dealers to assist in the 
acquisition of guns for "Minutemen", He further spoke of the 
desirability of setting up a confidential system of communications 
which could be utilized by "Minutemen" and offered the suggestion 
that restaurants might provide aj vehicle for this. He explained 
by saying that some communications code could be printed on menus. 

On still another occasion BLUMER stated "Minutemen" 
desired to place someone in the Jcommunlst Party (CP) for. the 
purpose of furnishing directly data regarding the activities 
of that org anization .

Hie observed tliat if some refused to pay 
and were then "bumped off" this [might have a salutary effect 
on others in a similar position ijand prompt them to pay off 
more readily. Source stated that so far as he knows this 
has been more or less idle conve^rsation and nothing has been 
done by BLUMER to implement this idea. 

On another occasion In^ discussing the possibility 
of recruiting members for "Mlnutjemen" from the local Civil 
Defense organization in the St, Louis area, BLUMER spoke of 
using a female to "compromise" an official of the St« Louis 
County Civil Defense organization. His objective In- doing tnlB 
would be to achieve some measurejof control over Civil Defense. 
He furnished no details regarding this idea,- 

In December, 1963, BLUMBR spoke of certain pending 
federal legislation and programs it about which he feels strongly. 
For example, he opposes the sale jof wheat to Russia, recognition 
of Red China^ and he does not want federal legislation which 
would curtail the free sale and movement of firearms. He men- 
tioned that If several senators ijn varying geographic locations 
who oppose this thinking were to fbe "bumped off", this would 
keep the other senators in line, 
reason to believe this remark was 
intent to carry It out. 

Source further advised that in the summer of 1963^ 
ROBERT B, DePUGH, national head of "Minutemen" from Norborne, 
Missouri, together with BLUiyER, contacted a former CP member 
in St, Louis for the purpose of obtaining information regarding 
the strategy and tactics of the CP.

He observed that ROBERT 
DeFUGH^ national head of "Mlnutemen", had been scheduled to 
appear in a radio panel discussfon with HALL in Kansas City. 



BLUMER went on to say -^that it had been planned to 
"get" ten Communists at different places all over the United 
States simultaneously. He said that automobiles belonging to 
members of "Minutemen" would be used. They would be reported 
stolen to the local police so that if they were traced, there 
would be a ready-made alibi, BLUMER did not furnish any furthe: 
details. Source stated that BLUMER has a strong antipathy 
toward Communism. 



On February 18, 1964, Sh T-1 advised that BLUMER 
still talks of extorting money from business and professional 
men in the St. Louis area who are former CP members.

He said no] one bears a leadership title 
In the St, Louis area. He asserted that recruiting is done by 
talking to friends and relatives who can be trusted. They are 
urged to acquire firearms and ammunition. In order to secure 
training they are further urged tol Join gun clubs, BLtlMER stated 
">linutemen" has no training program as such, although written 
directives are distributed to their group. 

BLUMER stated that the major concern of "Mlnutismen" 
lies in the possibility that Communists mayassxune control of 
the United States, It is not f elt Ithls will be done by Invasion, 
but rather via an internal upheaval*. He pointed to the way 
Communists allegedly are taking advantage of the current racial 
situation. He said that he could foresee a situation where the 
Muslims, the fanatical Negro group,! might start rioting, and 
the Communists would then direct Itl He said that since Communists 
have sympathizers in the major communications media, this could 
be the beginning of a ereat uprising. He asserted that under such 
conditions, "Mlnutemen'' might then muster its forces to assist 
In repelling this crisis. I 

BLUMER stated that "Mlnutemen" have no cache of arms 
anywhere, so far as he knows. Instead, individual members keep 
weapons and ammunition of their own 
residences.

' BLUiySR went on to say that, he feels the various branches 
of Government are infiltrated with Cpramunlsts, and other officials 
are either too soft on Communism or busy with paper work to combat 
this influence. He feels that the present administration of 
President JOHNSON is "soft on Communism", and this is a continua- 
tion of the policies of the KENNEDY regime. He pointed to former 
President KENNBPY's commutation of the sentence of JUNIUS SCAIES, 
oonvieted Commtmist from North Carolina, as an example of this 
softness.

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' ^' BLUHEH stated that hej feels the United States failed 

miserably in helping antl- Communist forces fight FIDEL CASTRO 
in Cuba^ Furthermore, the United States gave no support to 
tha Insurgent forces trying to fight Communism In the Hungarian 
uprising. As a matter of fact, <j the United States even thwarted 
efforts of these forces to get anti-tank guns which they needed 
so tadly. 



He then went on to say that he feels the greatest 
problem, however, is the general* apathy of the American people 
toward the problem of Communist '(control. As an example of this 
apathy and general lack of coordination, he pointed to the 
"bunker" located in St. Louis County by the Civil Defense 
authorities, In which a reserve communications system is con- 
tained. This would be operated .under certain emergency conditions, 
BLUISH contacted a number of farmers and small businessmen who 
reside In the area, and they agreed to volunteer to take special 
tr^ning so they would protect this "bunker" in a crisis and 
know how to start it up. BLUMBR|took the group to the County 
Civil Defense Office where applications were given out. However, 
notching was done after that to train this group. 



When asked how "Minuteraen" will be mustered in an 
emergency, he said that any underground has its own system of 
communications, Ho one knows the identity of all other parti- 
cipants for security reasons.

BLUMBR denied that "Minutemen" are storing grenades 
or dynamite. He said that even though he hates Communism, he 
would certainly not take any physical action against its leaders, 
He conceded knowing that GTJS HALLJ General Secretary of the Of^' 
USA^ was in St, Louis on January 11, 1964, and had been in 
Kansas City, Missouri, the precedl^ng day. He said that while 
he would not be sorry to see HALL ("knocked off", he would 
certainly not take any action along this line, nor knew of 
anyone in his organization who would do so.
